2. To raise such sums as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriation 
of the same. 


3. To choose a member of the trustees of trust funds for 
the ensuing three (3) years. 


4. To choose a member of the cemetery commission for 
the ensuing three (3) -years. 


5. To hear reports of agents, auditors and committees 
heretofore chosen and pass vote relating thereto. 


6. To find out how much money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of highways, bridges and sidewalks, 
more than the law requires, for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriation of the same. 


7. To find out how much money the town will vote to 
raise, the state to give a like amount, to secure trunk line 
construction, and make appropriation ine Same. 

To find out how much money the town will vote to 
raise, the state to give a like amount, for trunk line mainte- 
nance, and make appropriation of the same. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise twenty-five 
hundred dollars ($2,500) for Soo-Nipi Road construction, 
and make appropriation of the same. 


10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the continuation of the Bog Road, so called, and 
make appropriation of the same. 


11. To see if the town will vote to raise one hundred 
dollars ($100) for the observance of Memorial Day, pay 
one-half of same to Anthony Colby Post, G. A. R., and one- 
half to New London Post, No. 40, American Legion, and 
make appropriation of the same. 


12. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for electric lighting of highways for the ensuing year, 
and make appropriation of the same. 


13. To see how much money the town will vote to raise, 
more than the law requires, for the town library for the 
ensuing year, and make appropriation of the same.

STATISTICAL TABLE. 
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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board and Citizens of New London: 


I hereby present my second annual report as superin- 
tendent of your schools. 

The new education law has made no radical changes in 
your district, since you have been under expert supervision 
for a number of years, your buildings were in good condi- 
tion, an admirable course of study was in effect, and you 
had already a long school year. 

Within the year the lighting in the Low Plain school 
has been slightly improved by removing a tree that shaded 
the windows on the pupils’ left. At Elkins the toilets 
have been improved, and some minor repairs have been 
made. 

The closing of schools for five weeks in the winter be- 
cause of whooping cough, and two weeks in March on ac- 
count of influenza prolonged the spring term to the last 
of June. The graduation exercises were held on the even- 
ing of the twenty-fifth, when the graduation class pre- 
sented the play, ‘‘A Brave Little Confederate.’’ 

Under the plan of the School Board and former Super- 
intendent Ellingwood the number of grades was reduced 
at the beginning of the year 1919-20 from nine to eight, a 
change which involved difficulties, but which was highly 
desirable, and “which saves a year’s time for succeeding 
classes. 

The required medical inspection was made in May by 
Dr. Lamson, and notices were sent to parents of all chil- 
dren who were found to need medical attention or dental 
treatment. Seventy-eight children were examined, includ- 
ing all above the first grade. Two were found to have 
defective vision, six had bad teeth, eight hypertrophied 
tonsils, and six were unvaccinated. The general health 
conditions were excellent.

As the advance in expenses, especially in teachers’ sala- 
ries and in transportation, could not be correctly estimated 
for the year, and as state aid was not asked by your district 
there is need of a deficiency appropriation by the coming 
district meeting. If the legislature continues the present 
equalization law, or one similar, this town will receive aid 
from the state for the current school year. Acceptance of 
state aid will affect in no great measure the duties of the 
school officers, the main obligations being that the board 
hold a meeting at least once in two months, keep a record 
of all business transacted, and employ the uniform ac- 
counting system prescribed by the State Board of Educa- 
tion. 

Since the prime object of the entire school system is to 
produce good citizens, the teaching of citizenship is recog- 
nized more and more as a definite obligation upon every 
school and every teacher. Provision for the care of the 
physical welfare and the health of pupils is a responsibility 
of the state toward each child. As the more generally 
recognized virtues of honesty, industry, thrift, and punctu- 
ality, must be constantly cultivated, all these qualities are 
essential in a high degree in the teacher. The school board 
and the superintendent have their place, but the pre- 
eminent figure in the child’s school life is the class-room 
teacher. The citizenship of the teacher, as shown in her 
integrity, her fineness of character, and her loyalty to her 
work, to her fellow-workers and to the entire school sys- 
tem, has a profound influence upon the character: of the 
pupils. My observations along this line have been to a 
high degree satisfactory in your district. It was with re- 
eret that we lost four of our teachers last year, for they 
had done good work. We are fortunate in those whom we 
have secured to fill the vacancies. Miss Fenton, who came 
to us without experience, had taken the course at the Keene 
Summer School last year and has shown a distinetly pro- 
fessional spirit in her work; Miss Arey, graduated from an 
Oregon training school, and with a year’s experience; Miss 
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Barney and Miss Tracey, graduates of Plymouth Normal 
School, with several years of experience, are doing faithful 
work for us this year. I have found them willing always 
to receive suggestions, and ready to co-operate in every way 
with school officers for the improvement of the schools. 
After years of valuable supervision of the music course in 
the district Mrs. French was obliged, because of impaired 
sight, to give up the work, and arrangement was made with 
Colby Academy to have Miss Flagg of the academy staff 
take this work. 

The accompanying table gives information concerning 
membership, attendance, and other matters of interest. The 
greater number of absences were caused by the severe 
weather of last winter and occurred in the primary grades, 
but there were as many tardinesses in the higher grades as 
in the lower, and it is probable that with care and sufficient 
interest on the part of parents the number might have been 

much smaller. Lack of punctuality is one of the more seri- 
ous hindrances to the excellence of school work and school 
spirit. The co-operation of parents with teachers is ear- 
nestly requested in doing away with all unnecessary absence 
and tardiness. 

I wish to thank the teachers and school officers for their 
friendly co-operation and support in all school matters.
